ANIMAL BAROMETERS 


Trappers believe firmly in 
the ability of wild animals to 
forecast weather conditions. 
The type of house which the 
muskrat builds for the season 
indicates the kind of weather 
he expects.

Mitchell, director of emplo™ 
ment bureau for the proviner 
of Alberta: Mr Mitchell made 
an inspection of the fruit: crow 
ing districts of British Colum- 
bia during the past week to in- 
vestigate the labor situation in 
that province and to ascertain 
the number of fruit fields to 
help harvest the crops in this 
province. ‘‘We may get a few 
men from fruit field,’’ said Mr 
Mitchell. “‘but the number will 
be very small, and we will have 
to depend on the eastern pro- 
vinees to relieve the employ- 
ment situation of the west dur- 
ing the harvest season.’’ 

r. Mitehell expressed some 
doubt as to the province being 
able to secure the number re. 
quired, due to the fact that 
they will require 15,000 ad- 
ditional men in each of tnose 
vrovinces. However. Alher™ is 
in theposition that the harvest 
comes later than in Manitoba, 
and it is possible that a large 
number of men may be shipped 


from the Manitoba harvest 
fields to Alberta ’ 
The C. P. R. will arrange 


harvest excursions from east- 
ern points to the west. This 
office will have a representa- 
tive at Winnipeg who will keen 
in touch with both the men and 
the jobs in this province, so h 
will be able to ship the men 
direct to the job and thus save 
the necessity of sending them 
to the cities.

The PERSONAL 


PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER- 
ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 


DR. PATRICK 


Dr. T. A. Patrick is one of the worthiest citizens of western 
Canada. His abode is at Yorktan, where he has lived since 
1889. He practices medicine, and is a most excellent physician, 
but besides, he is engaged in many other activities in most of 
which his brothers are associated with him. At one time he was 
a very familiar figure in Regina, having been one of the most 
prominent members of the old North West Legislature. He was 
elected by acclamation in 1897, but in 1903 he had to face a 
contest in which he was successful. 


It is characteristic that at the latter election he informed 
the electors that if they wished him to represent them in the 
Territorial Legislature at Regina they would have to send him 
there free and untramelled by party lines or policies, .nd that 
they would have to have sufficient faith in him to abide by his 
judgment. 


In 1904 he fought a strenuous battle for the fede-al con- 
stituency with Dr. Cash, but despite his great personal popularity 
and his political reputation the tide was against him and he was 


defeated. 


Iu 1893 he was elected vice-president of the Canadian 
Medical Association and has been a member of the Senate of 


the University of Saskatchewan since 191 3. 


There are few men in western Canada who take a more 
serious interest in the affairs of the country. He is of acute intel- 
ligence and understanding, and a/witty public speaker. 


As a member of the Senate of Saskatchewan University, 
he has been very much interested in a plan whereby all univer- 
sity students should learn the French language. He is of the 
opinion that if all educated people of Canada knew both English 
and French the racial question which at times has been acute 
will soon become a thing of the past. 


R. B. BENNETT AGAIN 


The way in which R. B. Bennett first broke into political 
life in western Canada is characteristic of him. He came west to 
Calgary about 1897 where he formed a partnership with Sir 
James Lougheed which has been maintained ever since. 


He was, at that time, a young man of tremendous energy, 
tireless industry and remarkable ability. He very quickly made 
his mark as a lawyer; but for one of his ardent temperament 
politics was his natural metier, and he burned for an opportunity 
to enter the arena. 


Frank Oliver, who at that time was a federal member for the 
Alberta constituency, was holding a meeting in the Alexandra 
Hall on Eighth Avenue in Calgary. He was giving an account 
of his stewardship at Ottawa. 


Mr. Bennett in the company of his partner, who was then 
Senator Lougheed, went down to hear what Mr. Oliver had 
to say. The hall, which was not a very large one, was pretty 
well crowded by Mr. Oliver's admirers. _ 


There was not a seat available, and Mr. Bennett leaned 
his slim length—at that time he had a very youthful figure— 
against the wall by the door. Mr. Bennett, of course, was a 
Conservative and had no particular use for Mr. Oliver's politics. 


As Mr. Oliver concluded, amidst the plaudits of the faith- 
ful, Mr. Bennett darted down the aisle and leaping upon the 
platform, stretched forth his hand and commenced a scathing 
arraignment of Mr. Oliver, the Government and all its ‘works. 
The audience was astonished into silence by this interruption, 
and listened intently as Mr. Bennett started his declamation. 


Almost his first words were “‘] love my country.” In a few 
minutes the people of Calgary had come to the conclusion that 
Mr. Bennett made a 
remarkable speech and practically succeeded in capturing the 
meeting.

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FATHER CUNNINGHAM 


Another old-timtr of the Edmonton district, in the person 
of Rev. Edward Cunningham, O.M.I., came to his death last 
week, following a lerigthy illness of more than eight months.

The bluffing of Germany regarding coal contribution, and 
the calling of the bluff by the paging of Field Marshal Foch 
by the Allied premiers, is an instructive incident Which shows 
that the whining Teuton will not be left off too easily. He will 
be compelled to pay through the nose for the war which he in- 
sisted on having: 

‘There is a prevalent idea aboard in Hngland and Canada 
that Germany has not suffered as much from the war as some 
other nations, alfhough she was the chief offender. Any num- 
ber of Canadians are sorry that a few German cities were not 
treated to the same kind of usage as the Kaiser’s war lords 
handed out to Ypres and other French and Belgian towns. 

No doubt it would have been a salutary lesson to Germany if 
she had suffered violent invasion, but let us not be misled into 
forming the opinion that ‘‘the Fatherland’’ has escaped almost 
scot- free. 

A G. Gardiner, the eminent English editor, has just been 
studying conditions in Germany, and he assures us that the war 
hag landed the arrogant Huns in an earthly purgatory. The 
German are wearing the contents of their pre-war trunks and 
wardrobes. When these threadbare clothes are quite worn out 
they will be unable to buy more, for prices are prohibitive now 
and will remain so for years to come. A raincoat eosts higher in 
price than in 1914. 

Bare subsistence in the cities of Germany today requires a 
daily expenditure of five dollars, and although some munici- 
palities allow out-of-work pay at the rate of 2.50 per day, with 
an extra amount for each child in the family, the most econ- 
omical German cannot manage under present conditions. In 
Leipzig alone there are 11,000 unemployed. 

While people in the cities are living on the margin of starva- 
tion, the rural population of Germany is better off. They have 
at least enough to eat. But as they are profiteering at the ex- 
pense of the townspeople, a very bitter feeling has divided ur 
ban and rural Germany; radicalism in the cities and reaction- 
ary Sentiment in the rural sections is tearing the country apart. 

What with distress of body and mind so widespread, and the 
country approaching a condition of anarchy, it may truly be 
said that the once proud and war-mad Germany sowed tlie 
wind and is now reaping the whirlwind. = -

Storage Battery Talks

TO CAR OWNERS 


WHEN AND HOW A 
BATTERY IS RUINED 


The plates being the begin- | 


ning and the end of battery ser- 
viceability, when they are ruin- 
ed, you can count your battery 
dead for ever, and consider: 
buying a new one. Other parts 
may fail and at a nominal ex- 
pense be repaired to brin your 
battery back on the job; but 
not so where the plates are con- 
cerned. . 

Buckling: The best of plates 
may become warped and buckl- 
ed if abused or overheated. 
The temperature of a battery 
should never go above 1¥0 de- 
gree Fahrenheit. 

Overheating may be brought | 


following conditions: 

| First: Neglect to keep bat- 
teries properly filled is pro- 
bably the greatest cause of | 
overheating. If evaporation 
has brought the level of the 
electroyte below the level of the| 
plates, the entire amount of ; 
current goes through the sub- 
merged portion of the plates 
only. If onehalf the plates were 
covered with electrolyte, the 
charging of the battery at the 
normal rate would be equival- 


ed with an automatic cut-out 
and the battery is fully charged 
before going on a long trip, 
their is a grave danger of over- 
heating the battery. In such a 
ease, the lights should be left 
burning while running.

Right in the north- 
east corner was the name of the 
Italian who was executed in 1893. 
His first name was Antonio, but 
some idle boys had removed the 
bricks so that the balance of his 
cognomen undecipherable. 
Next in order was . the name of 
Morrison, a farm hand who about 
1900, nearly exterminated the 
family of his employer. A little 
farther south along the wall was 
the name of Night Gun, who had 


also suffered the xtreme penalty.
